1. Tour construction sites to confirm that accessibility features have been included 
as agreed to by staff. 

 
2. Continue to work with other agencies (e.g. VTA) when appropriate on joint 

projects. 
 
3. Examine detailed project design plans (remodeling and new construction) and 

make recommendation for revision as appropriate. 
 

4. Examine new technology (e.g. Captioned Telephone) and made 
recommendations for adoption to BART staff. 

 
5. Continue to examine BFS (BART Facility Standards) and make 

recommendations for revision as appropriate. 
 

6. Advise BART Board of Directors and staff on capital improvement project list and 
prioritize the list in terms of projects that will have the greatest impact on making 
BART more accessible and safer for seniors and people with disabilities.
